Just because it looks easy, doesn’t make it so, right Boston Globe? 


By Larz F. NEILSON 

If you know any eleven-year-old kids with 
balloon tire bikes with large baskets and 
canvas shoulder bags, they might offer their 
services to the Boston Globe. The paper has- 
n’t put out the call yet, but things worked 
much more smoothly when kids were deliv- 
ering the paper. 

The Globe changed delivery contractors 
last week, and things have not gone well. 
Many customers have not received their 
papers. The news of the delivery problems 
has not been good news in the news biz. 

Fifty or sixty years ago, a Boston Globe 
route was a coveted job. For some kids, it 
meant money for sodas and candy. For oth- 
ers, it was a badly- needed supplement to 
the family income. 

Paper boys were a tremendous asset for 
the newspapers, only some companies didn’t 
realize it. Managing paper carriers could 
be a tough job. But the good news was that 
these kids would be on their neighbors

Similar to 529 education accounts, the 
529A accounts allow contributed funds to grow tax-free and 
to be withdrawn tax-free for eligible expenses. Anyone can 
contribute to the funds, but there is no federal tax deduction 
for the contributions. One special feature is that the 529A al- 
lows people with special needs to save for their care without 
disqualifying them from receiving government benefits. 

To qualify for a 529A, the individual must have become 
blind or disabled before age 26. The annual contribution limit 
is $14,000, equal to the current annual gift exclusion.

doorstep, landing them as customers, deliv- 
ering the paper every day. 

That’s where Valley News came in. The 
company delivered all the Boston papers to 
carriers and stores in five towns, mornings, 
afternoons and on Sunday. At least 75 per- 
cent of the business was the Boston Globe, 
though the company also handled the 
Record American and the Herald Traveler. 

When my father took over the North 
Wilmington railroad depot 60 years ago, 
Valley News was one of his early tenants. 
The owner, Doug Archibald, known as 
Archie, had started the business at age 18. 
After learning the business at M.F. Charles 
& Son in Reading, he set out on his own. 
Charles accused him of stealing the busi- 
ness, but was never able to make a case. 

I had a small paper route with about a 
dozen customers. When a new subdivision 
was built nearby, I was able to land about 25 
new customers. It was then that I learned 
about not putting all your newspapers in one 
basket. Delivering the daily paper was easy, 
but a kid on a bicycle could 
not handle 35 or 40 Sunday 
Globes in one trip, especially 
in bad weather. 

One summer, my father 
hired me to paint the build- 
ing, and that led to a job 
with Valley News. It turned 
out to be the perfect place 
for an early teen to drive his 
parents crazy. While other 
kids were wrestling with 
algebra, Latin, and world 
history, I was studying local 
geography and the opera- 
tions of the newspaper deliv- 
ery business, along with 
driving old trucks, smoking, 
playing poker and other 
healthy activities. Physics 
lessons would be determin- 
ing when to throw a bundle 
of papers from a moving 
truck, to have it land pre- 
cisely in. the driveway. 
Personnel management 
meant selecting new paper 
boys based on the good looks 
of an older sister.

Dick Ethier would often pick me up in 
front of the high school, and we’d head off 
on the afternoon route through Billerica and 
Burlington. By the time I was 14, I knew all 
the company’s truck routes. 

Back at the depot, there would be returns 
to process and sections to insert for the fol- 
lowing Sunday. Some weeks, there would be 
a dozen advertising sections to be stuffed 
into some 3000 or 4000 covers. By Saturday 
noon, most of the inserting would be done. 
In the afternoon, a Globe truck would arrive 
with a large Sunday advertising section. 

The Sunday crew would arrive about 4 
a.m., and the truck with the mainsheets 
would usually roll in about. 4:30. Ethier 
would usually be in charge. One Sunday, he 
was late, and when he rolled in, he realized 
he’d forgotten his keys to the office. With a 
half-dozen fellows watching, including 
Officer Charlie Dolan, Ethier picked up a 
bundle of papers, put it through a window, 
and climbed into the office. Obviously, he 
did not like working Sunday mornings. 

He was always good for a laugh, though, 
maybe putting a bullfrog in a drawer of the 
bookkeeper’s desk, or pulling the rotor out 
of the engine of Rusty Brabant’s taxi, a ‘58 
Cadillac Sedan de Ville. 

The Globe occasionally held sales contests 
for the carriers, with prizes such as base- 
balls, bats, and even gloves for the best 
results. Ethier took a group of prize-winning 
paper boys to a Red Sox game at Fenway 
Park. Subdivisions were popping up every- 
where, and newspaper circulation grew and 
grew. 

Archie did well with the business. He 
always had a nice convertible, like a 
Corvette or an Olds Starfire. His fleet of 
trucks, though, was usually a collection of 
old $50 rustbuckets with sagging doors, bro- 
ken window mechanisms and enough body 
rot to soak the papers on wet days. 

By the mid-60’s, consolidation had started

Archie ‘sold 
most of Valley News to a company owned. by 
the Globe. 


Later, the Globe dropped its paper, ‘boys, 


hiring motor carriers in their own cars., But 
motor carriers couldn’t sell papers.. That 
part of the job was taken over by telephone 
solicitors. 


Meanwhile, the newspaper industry, has Si 


seen massive changes. Much of the adyertis- 
ing is gone. Help wanted and classified ads 
are on the internet. Retail stores. have 
merged, and much of that business has gone 
to mail order companies on the web. : ,- . 

The days of the independent distributors 
like Archie are long gone, too. For decades, 
the Globe has been operating with one pri- 
mary distribution company. Now, two own- 
ers later, the Globe recently tried to change 
distributors, and the switch has not gone 
smoothly. The new company is faced with 
managing a distribution network across the 
entire Boston area, with not enough drivers. 
They have GPS units and computer lis 5 Dut 
no idea of how to structure a delivery route. 
Multiplying that across the entire Boston 
area, they have proven the old saw about not 
trying to carry all their newspapers it oie 
basket. 

Realizing the seriousness of the proBlents, 
volunteers from the newsroom turned out to 
deliver the Sunday Globe. The workers were 
willing, but the management was weak. 
Globe columnist Kevin Cullen wrote that if 
you handed an Etch-a-Sketch to a really 
drunk guy and told him to turn the knobs, 
that’s what the delivery route would look 
like. 

At last report, the Globe was hiring the old 
distributor to deliver papers in some areds, 
until the new distributor is able to handle 
the work. 

Alas neither Dick nor Archie are available 
to help solve their problems.

that I am speaking as a resident and parent, not in 
any official way as a member of the Board of 
Selectmen. 

Since my family and I moved to town more than 15 years 
ago I have been uncomfortable with the “Redmen” mascot 
for our Tewksbury teams. My wife and I never have pur- 
chased any school gear with the name or logo on it, and 
have always considered the name to be offensive. I have 
many friends that vehemently support the current name 
and logo, and I respect their opinion, and in many cases, 
their life-long connection to that mascot. For them, being a 
Tewksbury Redmen is a membership in a long and storied 
history of athletic prowess, pride, and accomplishment. I do 
not consider them racist or bad people because they want to 
keep the mascot name that they grew up with and have 
watched their children play for over the past 81 years. 
However, I would argue that their pride in Tewksbury would 
be just as strong if it were the Tewksbury Militia, Tewksbury 
Rockets, or Tewksbury Red Fox; and it would not be at the 
expense of Native Americans. 

The most common argument for maintaining the current 
mascot is that it honors the culture and heritage of the 
Native Americans that lived»in this area before us. 
Depending on your perspective, the term “Redmen” is a 
derogatory term that is equivalent to “Redskin”, the scalp of 
a Native American returned for a bounty; or a generic ref- 
erence to all Native Americans based on the color of their 
skin. If our goal was truly to honor the Native American 
heritage of our area, wouldn’t we at least call them by their 
name? For example, the Florida State Seminoles or the 
Utah Utes have relationships with a specific tribe, and they 
have removed generic Native American images from their 
activities and publications. The purpose of any school mas- 
cot is to give the community a symbol to represent the 
desired athletic qualities of strength, endurance, and a 
fighting spirit.

I have learned that this area was inhabited by membetisf 
the Pennacook Confederacy, who returned over manyséa- 
sons to Wamesit, now the Belvidere area of Lowell. In 1653, 
Wamesit was established as a “Praying Town”, an attémpt 
by the Massachusetts Bay Colony, led by John Eliot, to @en- 
vert Native Americans to Christianity. In 1675, Wampatodg 
chief Metacomet, who had adopted the English name “King 
Philip”, led a united assault on colonial towns in respoiis@ to 
continued encroachment of settlers on native lands. °’THe 
“Praying Indians” of Wamesit and the other 13 “Praying 
Towns” were confined to their homes during “King Philipts 
War,” and at the conclusion of that war, the remaitiing 
inhabitants moved north towards Canada or were sold’ihto 
slavery in the West Indies. So to be clear, the Native 
American people who inhabited this region were largely 
driven from their lands approximately 50 years before 
Tewksbury became a town and 100 years before the ratifica- 
tion of the Declaration of Independence. Which part of shat 
heritage is being celebrated when fans at a Tewksbury + 
ball game chant “Redmen on the warpath!”? 

It is time to retire the current logo and mascot. Let’s take 
the opportunity provided by Adidas and other comfiaities 
that will help with the replacement of uniforms.

Many of us make promises to

An ABC News/Washington Post poll conducted in 
December found that 6 in 10 Americans think a ban on 
Muslims entering the United States is the wrong thing to do. 
Among only Republicans, however, 6 in 10 say they would 
support such a policy. 

The ad represents the billionaire businessman's first foray 
into television advertising after spending much of 2015 dom- 
inating polls without spending significant resources — at 
least compared to his rivals. 

On Monday, the campaign put almost $2 million into broad- 
cast and cable television ads to run this week in Iowa and 
New Hampshire, advertising tracker Kantar Media's CMAG 
shows. He had previously spent about $300,000 on radio com- 
mercials, mostly in Iowa, over three weeks in November. 

The advertising campaign comes as voters begin paying 
closer attention to the 2016 presidential contest following the 
holiday season. 


While Trump had previously said he was worried about 
oversaturating the airwaves, he said Monday he doesn't

“Health insurance contin- 
ues to be an issue in spite of 
the efforts we’ve made over 
the last few years,” contin- 
ued Hull, “We’re looking at a 
7.8 percent increase in 
health insurance which is an 
increase of a million dollars, 
so we’re looking for addi- 
tional ways to stem the tide.” 

Hull referenced an article 
in the Boston Globe about 
the state’s dwindling rainy 
day fund, and S&P’s concern 
about the AA bond rating for 
the state and bridging the 


gap. 

~“I think the message for 
ame, is that the rainy day 
fund will need to be replen- 
ished, and it may have some 
bearing on state aid, and 
while we have challenges, 
we will get through them, 
ut as we’ve done for many 
years now, we will need to be 
judicious about how we’re 
spending taxpayer’s money,” 
said Hull. 

Selectman Michael 
Newhouse mentioned a con- 
versation with Hull this past 
spring during the budget 
season. “I made a point that 
[Hull] .was amenable to 
hearing, said Newhouse, “In 
terms of the budget presen- 
tation, historically we’ve 
had the personnel book 
which accompanies and 
complements the detailed 
budget, particularly the 
expenditures in the budget 
document, and _ historically 
we always had a column in 
that personnel book a rec- 
ommendation by the Town 
Manager for the upcoming 
fiscal year,” adding, “I‘d like 
to return to that layout of 


the personnel book. I think it 
really helps the casual 
observer and it helps us, and 
I. think it can help the 
Finance Committee.” 

“In terms of substance, I 
really only have, in response 
to the manager’s concerns 
and priorities, one of the 
things that seem manage- 
able for the Town to be pre- 
pared to fund, would be the 
cost of the fireworks display.

WRESTLING 


It has been a busy and pro- 
ductive couple of weeks for 
the Shawsheen Tech 
Wrestling team, but their 
biggest meet of the season to 
date still lies ahead. After 
an eighth place finish 
among 72 teams at the 
George Bossi Lowell Holiday 
Tournament last Monday 
and Tuesday, including hav- 
ing champions in two differ- 
ent weight classes, the Rams 
continued their strong start 
to the regular season by 
going 2-1 with a quad meet 
against Arlington, Billerica 
and Chelmsford this past 
weekend, improving their 
season record to 5-1 overall. 

But even at this early stage 
of the season, the Rams 
biggest test was set for 
Wednesday night, when they 
traveled to Tyngsboro to 
take on CAC arch rival 
Greater Lowell, who brought 
a 10-0 record into the match 
and was looking to take an 
early step in denying the 
Rams their seventh consecu- 
tive CAC title. Results of 
that meet were not available 
as the Town Crier went to 
press, but Shawsheen coach 
Mark Donovan was looking 
forward to seeing how his 
team would respond to the 
challenge of the undefeated 
Gryphons. 

"It's early in the season, 
but it is basically for the 
CAC title," Donovan said. 
"We always have a target on 
our backs every year and 
that is a good thing, so we 
are looking forward to this. 
We have everything going 
against us against Greater 
Lowell. The meet is at their 
place and they have a better 
record than we have. But 
that is what our practices 
are for this week, to get our 
kids to believe they can 
win." 

The Rams have very good 
reason for believing they 
can win, of course, as they 
are currently the eighth 
ranked team in all. of 
Massachusetts, according to 
Masswrestling.com, with 
their only loss coming to 
Chelmsford, who is ranked 
number one in the state. 

The George Bossi Lowell 
Holiday Tournament was a 
perfect place for the Rams 
to display their excellence 
and they did a fine job, fin- 
ishing eight overall, third 
among Massachusetts 
schools. Junior Jake Ferri 
at 106 pounds and senior Joe 


Fusco at 220 pounds took 
home championships in 
their weight classes, while 
several other Rams won at 
least two matches to propel 
Shawsheen to 110 points. 
Tournament champion 
Chelmsford amassed 212 
points, while the only other 
Massachusetts school to fin- 
ish ahead of Shawsheen was 
Central Catholic with 147. 

Ferri and Fusco were obvi- 
ously the stars of the tourna- 
ment for the Rams, with 
Ferri winning the award for 
Most Pins in the Least Time 
for the tournament, and 
Fusco also dominating on 
his way to the title, winning 
by pin in the finals in just 
one minute. It was the first 
time in the storied history of 
the Shawsheen program that 
they have had two champi- 
ons at the Bossi 
Tournament. 

"Back in 2010 we had Alex 
Najaar win the title and 
Companeschi finish second, 
but this is the first time we 
have had two champions, so 
that is quite the accomplish- 
ment," Donovan said. 
"Ferri is relentless. He has 
a-tireless work. ethic and. he 
deserves all of the success 
he is having. And Fusco is a 
big kid who works hard and 
has turned himself into a 
great wrestler. He wasn't 
great when he got here as a 
freshman, but he believed in 
himself and he worked hard 
and has tremendous will to 
win. He is a joy to coach." 

Among the Shawsheen 
wrestlers who won multiple 
matches were Tom Strow of 
Wilmington, who went 3-2 at 
138 pounds, and Billy 
Tamboli of Tewksbury, who 
went 2-2 at 160 pounds. Cody 
Sughrue of Tewksbury went 
1-2 at 126 pounds. 

"Winning any match let 
alone a couple of matches at 
that tournament is an 
accomplishment," Donovan 
said. "The key to winning is 
hard work and all of those 
kids put in the hard work 
they needed to in order to be 
at their best." 

In their quad meet on 
Saturday at Billerica, the 
Rams beat the host Indians 
by a score of 33-19, and 
defeated Arlington by a 
score of 51-27, while falling 
to Chelmsford 54-21. 

Fusco was once again dom- 
inant for the Rams, winning 
all three of his matches at 
220 pounds, while Ferri 
(106), Chance Harper (132), 
Dan McPhillps (145) Strow 
(138), Tamboli (160) and 
Anthony Godin (285) each 
won two matches. 

"We had a little payback 
after losing to Arlington last 
year, and we had a good win 
over Billerica. They are 
always very well coached 
and it is a good rivalry 
match for us," Donovan said. 
“Chelmsford is very tough. 
We were looking to beat 
them, but they got the better 
of us. No excuses. We will 
keep working to get better. 
Being 5-1 right now is not 
bad, but we know we have a 
big challenge with Greater 
Lowell and we know that 
there are still plenty of other 
tough matches ahead of us.”
